In response to the Restriction Requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed on 
February 25, 2003 Applicant hereby provisionally elects, with traverse . Group II, claims 5-14, 
drawn to a M teach in" process for initial examination in the present application. 

The instant response is being submitted within three months of the mail date of the Office 
Action and, accordingly, a Petition for a two month extension of time would normally 
accompany such a filing. However, the Office Action mailed February 25, 2003 was addressed 
incorrectly due to a Patent Office error in updating its customer number records. Specifically, 
the registration number of Brett Martin was recently associated with the undersigned's firm's 
Patent Office Customer Number. However, the Patent Office inadvertently changed the 
correspondence address of the undersigned's firm during the updating process.
